1 WALO choose by ballot and major vote, a Treasurer, 
Tax Collector) Clerk, one or more, not exceeding three 
Highway Agents, two Auditors, one Selectman for three 
years, two Library Trustees for three years, one Trus- 
tee of Trust Funds for three years, and such other 
officers and agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to repair highways and bridges in 
said town.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
To.the Citizens of Moultonboro: 


In a “Parents Magazine” published in 1840 there is 
an article on “What will Educate Your Children.” 

The answer is “Your example will educate them— 
your conversation by your fireside—the business they 
see you transact—the likings and dislikings you express 
—these will educate them—your home, your table, and 
your daily behaviour will educate them.” 

The writer goes on to advise sending the children to 
school and furnishing them with books at home. 

“Still, after all this, never for one day forget, that the 
first book read, nay, that which they continue to read, 
and by far the most influential is that of their parents’ 
example and daily deportment.” 

It is just as true today that the whole environment of 
the child has to do with his education. Parents, neigh- 
bors, and casual acquaintances all have their influence 
for good or ill, but few feel their responsibility. 

A very encouraging and pleasing feature was the ac- 
tion of the selectmen in improving the school yard at 
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the Ambrose School. Not only was it a needed better- 
ment but it showed a spirit of voluntary cooperation 
and interest that is greatly appreciated. 

The delightful, attractive new public library will 
doubtless have an increasing influence in improving the 
cultural environment for the young people. 

The grounds at the Village School need considerable 
improvement and beautifying. The roadway needs grad- 
ing and there should be filling and smoothing of the 
land between the front of the building and the street. 

The Green’s Corner school is very poorly situated. 
Fortunately there have been no accidents there, but 
traffic that it is a case of continual worry for parents 
the school is so near the road, where there is much 
and teachers. 

The trial of music in all the schools this year has 
made a splendid start. The excellent roads to all the 
schools in town now make it possible for all the children 
to have nearly the same advantages. 

Health is a first consideration for all of us. We use 
many devices in the schools in an attempt to establish 
correct health habits, but there is need for better and 
more thorough follow-up work. 

A school nurse who, under the direction of the medi- 
cal inspector could consult with parents and help ar- 
range for remedial action would be a great boon to all. 

Moultonboro per pupil cost is about the median for 
the state but its cost per $1000. of equalized valuation 
is very low. 

Moultonboro pupils in High Schools outside of the 
town are averaging to do very good work, indicating not 
only that the schools are giving good preparation to the 
pupils, but that there is excellent stock to draw from.
